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ST.  MONICA’S  HOME  HOSPITAL 


The  Hospital  was  founded  by  two  ladies,  the  late 
Miss  Catherine  Stewart-Forster,  and  the  late  Miss  Kate 
B.  Marshall,  in  the  year  1874.  It  was  first  situated  in 
Bolton  Road,  Kilburn  ;  was  removed  to  Quex  Road  after 
a  few  years,  and  in  1886  the  present  building  in  Brondesbury 
Park  was  erected  by  the  Foundresses  at  their  own  expense. 

At  the  time  of  the  foundation  there  was  no  Children’s 
Hospital  receiving  cases  requiring  a  long  course  of  treatment, 
and  it  was  to  meet  this  great  want  that  St.  Monica’s  was 
primarily  intended.  The  earlier  reports  of  the  Hospital 
especially  show  that  patients  were  retained  for  years,  if 
necessary,  to  complete  cures. 

The  Foundresses  carried  on  their  good  work  until  the  year 
1901,  when,  in  consequence  of  advancing  years,  they  decided 
to  retire,  and  they  transferred  the  Hospital  to  Trustees,  who, 
with  the  assistance  of  a  Committee  of  Management,  have  since 
been  responsible  for  the  management. 

There  are  twenty-six  beds  in  the  Hospital,  contained  in 
three  Wards  (Boys,  Girls  and  Infants),  and  nearly  two 
hundred  patients  are  admitted  yearly.  They  come  from  all 
parts  of  London,  but  a  considerable  proportion  are  Willesden 
children. 

It  costs  over  £2,300  (Two-thousand  three-hundred  pounds)

Gift  from  His  Majesty  The  King. 

In  presenting  their  Report  for  the  past  year  the  Committee 
of  Management  have  much  pleasure  in  stating  that  His 
Majesty  The  King  was  again  graciously  pleased  to  send  a 
special  donation  of  £5  for  Christmas  Entertainments,  for 
which  they  record  their  respectful  thanks. 

Death  of  the  Duke  of  Devonshire,  President. 

The  Committee  have  to  report,  with  deep  regret,  the  death 
of  the  Duke  of  Devonshire,  K.G.,  who  had  been  President  of 
the  Hospital  for  35  years. 

They  have  pleasure  in  reporting  that  the  present  Duke  of 
Devonshire  has  kindly  accepted  the  office  in  succession  to  his 
father. 


Death  of  Mr.  Walter  Raphael,  Treasurer. 

The  Hospital  has  also  suffered  a  very  great  loss  by  the 
death  of  Mr.  Walter  Raphael,  the  Treasurer.  At  the  Meeting 
of  the  Committee,  held  in  November,  the  following  resolution 
was  passed  : — 

"  The  Committee  of  Management  have  heard  of  the  death 
of  Mr.  Walter  Raphael  with  the  deepest  regret,  and  they  desire 
to  express  to  Mrs.  Raphael  and  other  members  of  the  family 
their  sympathy  in  the  great  loss  they  have  sustained. 

“  They  wish  to  place  upon  record  the  highest  appreciation 
of  the  great  services  rendered  by  Mr.  Raphael  to  the  Hospital 
over  the  period  of  nearly  forty  years  that  he  held  the  office  of 
Treasurer,  during  which  the  income  from  invested  funds 
increased  from  about  £40  a  year  to  £551.  * 

“  To  mark  the  Committee's  sense  of  these  invaluable 
services  it  has  been  resolved  to  name  a  Ward  in  the  Hospital 
the  ‘  Walter  Raphael  Ward.'  ” 

The  Hospital  is  also  much  indebted  to  Mrs.  Walter 
Raphael  for  the  great  interest  she  has  always  taken  in  its 
welfare,  and  for  her  kindness  in  arranging  garden  parties  on 
several  occasions,  the  last  one,  in  1937,  realising  £325. 
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New  Treasurer. 

The  Committee  are  glad  to  report  that  Mr.  Basil  Raphael 
has  accepted  the  office  of  Treasurer  in  succession  to  his  uncle. 

New  Member  of  Committee. 

Miss  Sybil  Raphael  has  been  elected  a  member  of  the 
Committee  of  Management. 

Patients. 

The  beds  have  been  very  well  occupied  during  the  past 
year,  the  admissions  numbering  155  as  compared  with  116 
in  1937.  The  average  number  of  beds  occupied  daily  was  21.5, 
and  the  average  stay  50  days,  as  compared  with  16.5  occupied 
beds  and  an  average  stay  of  51  days  in  the  previous  year. 

Details  of  the  cases  under  treatment  will  be  found  in  the 
Medical  Report  on  page  21.  In  addition  the  patients  have 
continued  to  receive  the  care  and  treatment  of  the  Honorary 
Dental  Surgeons  at  their  regular  weekly  visits. 

The  Committee  express  their  very  cordial  thanks  to  the 
Honorary  Medical  and  Dental  Staff  for  their  valuable  services 
during  the  past  year,  and  to  the  Matron  and  Nursing  Staff  for 
their  devoted  services. 

Applications  for  Admission  Widespread. 

Although  a  considerable  number  of  the  patients  received 
into  the  Hospital  come  from  Willesden,  it  is  gratifying  to 
know  that  the  services  it  is  able  to  render  are  appreciated  far 
beyond  the  limits  of  the  Borough.  In  fact,  patients  are 
received  from  all  parts  of  Tondon  and  beyond,  particularly 
through  the  Hospital  Saving  Association,  the  Invalid  Children’s 
Aid  Association,  and  the  Hospital  Saturday  Fund,  with  all  of 
whom  friendly  relations  exist. 

Expenditure. 

The  total  Ordinary  Expenditure  was  £2,371,  an  increase 
of  £26  on  the  previous  year. 

Income. 

The  total  Ordinary  Income  amounted  to  £2,409,  as  com¬ 
pared  with  42.355  in  1937.  In  addition  there  was  a  Legacy  of 
£50. 

“  Bun  ”  Penny  Fund. 

The  contributions  to  this  Fund,  while  not  reaching  the 
record  amount  of  £511  received  in  1937,  still  produced  the 
handsome  sum  of  £455.  This  result  was  again  largely  due  to 
the  generous  support  given  by  members  of  the  Devonshire 
Club  and  their  friends,  whose  total  contributions  amounted 
to  £218,  for  which  the  Committee  are  most  grateful.  It 
has  been  decided,  with  the  approval  of  members  of  the 
Club,  to  invest  £150  of  this  amount  towards  the  support  of 
the  Devonshire  Club  Cot. 
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It  will  be  remembered  that  this  Fund  was  started  by  Mr. 
Ben  Carter,  in  October,  1933,  when  he  was  Chairman  of  the 
Committee  of  Management.  Under  his  auspices  it  has  been  a 
very  great  success,  nearly  £2,000  having  been  collected  since 
the  inception  of  the  Fund.  It  is,  therefore,  a  great  pleasure 
to  the  Committee  to  know  that,  although  he  has  removed  from 
Brondesbury,  Mr.  Carter  continues  to  take  a  keen  interest 
in  the  “  Bun  ”  Penny  Fund,  and  has  expressed  his  intention 
of  continuing  to  do  his  utmost  to  promote  its  prosperity.

Gifts. 

It  is  very  gratifying  to  the  Committee  to  know  that  the 
Hospital  gathers  more  friends  and  supporters  every  year. 
This  is  particularly  in  evidence  in  the  number  of  contributors 
to  the  “  Bun  ”  Penny  Fund,  and  to  Pound  Day,  and  in  the 
large  number  of  gifts  of  books,  toys,  flowers,  fruit  and  veget¬ 
ables  received  throughout  the  year,  together  with  the  special 
Christmas  gifts.  They  heartily  thank  all  their  kind  friends. 

Air  Raid  Precautions. 

In  common  with  all  other  Hospitals,  the  Committee  have 
had  under  careful  consideration  the  precautions  to  be  taken 
in  case  of  an  outbreak  of  war.  They  have  only  recently 
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obtained  a  decision  from  the  Ministry  of  Health  as  to  the 
proposed  use  of  the  Hospital,  and  they  are  taking  such  steps 
as  are  possible  to  meet  the  situation.  A  considerable  expendi¬ 
ture  is  involved,  and  it  is  not  clear  at  present  how  this  is  to 
be  met. 

Association  of  Special  Hospitals 

and  Middlesex  Voluntary  Hospitals  Association 

Several  Meetings  of  these  two  Associations  have  been  held 
during  the  year,  when  matters  of  importance  and  interest  to 
hospitals  have  been  discussed  and,  when  necessary,  appro¬ 
priate  action  taken. 

The  continuation  of  the  Voluntary  Hospital  principle  is 
so  desirable  from  every  point  of  view  that  it  is  eminently 
necessary  for  these  institutions  to  combine  their  forces  and 
collaborate  their  arrangements. 

The  Secretary. 

The  Committee  have  to  record  that  they  were  deprived  of 
the  valuable  services  of  the  Secretary  for  eleven  weeks  while 
undergoing  an  operation.  They  are  very  thankful  that  he  has 
been  able  to  resume  his  duties  with  all  his  accustomed  energy. 
Mr.  Watts  has  been  connected  with  the  Hospital  for  many 
years,  and  the  Committee  are  very  sensible  of  the  debt  they 
owe  to  him  on  account  of  his  unwearying  efforts,  supported 
as  they  are  by  his  intimate  knowledge  and  experience  of 
hospital  work. 

Appreciation  of  Treatment  in  Hospital. 

The  following,  from  a  Branch  of  the  Invalid  Children's 
Aid  Association,  was  one  of  several  letters  of  appreciation 
received  during  the  past  year  : — 

“  I  must  write  to  thank  you  so  very  much  for  all  the 
care  and  attention  which  you  gave  to  M —  whilst  she  was 
with  you.  Mrs.  T—  is  delighted  with  her  present  condition, 
and  cannot  believe  that  the  same  child  was  returned  to  her. 
In  this  she  is  right,  for  she  sent  to  you  a  puny,  badly-trained 
baby,  and  received  in  return  a  well-behaved,  well-trained, 
robust  little  mite — so  very  many  thanks." 

Such  a  testimony  to  the  efficiency  of  the  Hospital  is  not 
only  very  gratifying  to  all  the  staff,  but  must  be  a  welcome 
indication  to  the  subscribers  to  the  Hospital  that  their  gifts 
are  well  bestowed.

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Regulations  as  to  the  Admission  of  Patients 


1.  No  Patient  can  be  admitted  whose  Medical  Certificate 
has  not  been  examined  and  approved  by  the  Medical  Officers 
of  the  Hospital.  Such  Certificate  must  be  sent  to  the  Matron 
at  the  Hospital  a  few  days  before  the  applicant  desires 
admission.  The  Medical  Certificate  must  state  fully  the 
nature,  duration  and  probable  cause  of  the  patient’s  disease. 

2.  Children  are  admitted  from  infancy.  Girls  can  be 
retained  in  the  Hospital  till  15  ;  boys  till  13  years  of  age. 

3.  Application  for  admission  to  be  made  to  the  Matron 
at  the  Hospital. 

4.  The  terms  of  admission  are  10s.  per  week  (washing 
included),  paid  in  advance. 

5.  Patients  may  receive  visits  from  their  friends  on 
Sundays  from  3  to  4.  No  children  under  14  years  of  age 
are  allowed  to  visit  the  patients. 

6.  No  articles  of  food  or  drink  may  on  any  account  be 
given  to  the  children.  Eggs,  oranges,  grapes,  biscuits  and 
sponge  cakes  can,  however,  be  received  at  the  door,  and  will 
be  distributed  in  the  Wards.  Any  infringement  of  this  Rule 
will  subject  the  patient  to  instant  dismissal. 

7.  Cases  of  mental  derangement,  fits,  and  those  suffering 
from  contagious  and  infectious  diseases  (including  ringworm) 
are  ineligible,  and  cannot  under  any  circumstances  be  received. 

8.  Each  patient  must  bring  a  brush  and  comb,  tooth 
brush  and  a  pair  of  house  shoes. 

9.  A  written  agreement  to  remove  the  child,  or  in  case 
of  death  to  defray  all  funeral  expenses,  must  be  signed  by  a 
householder  before  admission.  This  undertaking  will  include 
cases  of  infectious  disease  contracted  or  developed  in  the 
Hospital.

FREE  COTS. 

Donors  of  £500  in  one  sum,  or  Annual  Subscribers  of 
£30,  may  have  the  right  of  presentation  to  a  free  Cot. 

The  Cot  will  be  named  in  accordance  with  the  wish  of 
the  Donor  or  Subscriber,  and  a  suitable  Tablet  placed  over  it. 

There  are  at  present  twelve  Free  Cots,  and  the  Com¬ 
mittee  would  be  very  glad  to  increase  the  number. 
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Rules  for  Probationers 


Probationers  are  received  at  S.  Monica’s  Hospital  for  two 
years’  training  in  Elementary  Surgical  and  Medical  Nursing. 
The  first  month  is  a  period  of  probation.  The  salary  for  the 
first  year  is  at  the  rate  of  £18  per  annum,  and  for  the  second 
year  £24  per  annum.  A  certain  amount  of  material  for 
indoor  uniform  is  provided  ;  also  laundry. 

The  Committee  reserve  to  themselves  the  right  to  terminate 
the  agreement  at  any  time. 

Each  Probationer  has  a  separate  bedroom,  which  she  is 
required  to  keep  tidy  and  free  of  unnecessary  ornaments. 

The  time  off  duty  is  regulated  according  to  circumstances 
by  the  Matron,  but,  as  a  rule,  each  Probationer  is  off  duty  for 
at  least  three  hours  daily,  once  a  week  from  1  to  10,  and  one 
day  each  month.  Three  weeks’  holiday  is  given  during  the  year. 

A  Probationer  who  has  trained  two  years  and  given 
satisfaction  to  the  Medical  Staff  and  the  Matron  is  entitled 
to  a  certificate. 

Lectures  are  given  by  the  Medical  Officers  in  Elementary 
Anatomy,  Physiology,  Medical  and  Surgical  Nursing,  and 
instruction  will  also  be  given  by  the  Matron  in  Bandaging, 
Sick  Cooking,  and  the  Management  and  Nursing  of  Sick 
Children. 

Before  the  end  of  the  second  month  the  Probationer  must 
sign  an  agreement  to  remain  in  the  service  of  the  Hospital  for 
two  years. 

Under  certain  conditions  Probationers  can  be  received 
for  three  months  on  payment  of  One  Guinea  a  week,  payable 
in  advance. 
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St.  Monica’s  Work  Society 


S.  Monica’s  Home  Hospital  for  Sick  Children  com¬ 
bines  the  Hospital  with  the  Convalescent  Home,  where  long 
surgical  and  medical  cases  are  treated  and  kept  until  cured, 
or  so  far  restored  that  nothing  more  can  be  done  for  them. 

The  children  are  received  on  payment  of  10/-  a  week 
inclusive,  and  the  clothing  of  the  children  is  alone  a  great 
item. 

The  Committee  are  most  anxious  to  continue  a  Society 
which  helps  to  clothe  the  children. 

The  following  are  the  Rules  : — 

I. — That  Members  subscribe  6d.  a  year,  and  undertake  to 
make  not  less  than  two  garments  ;  or,  if  no  garments 
are  sent,  Members  subscribe  2/6  annually. 

II. — That  the  Subscriptions,  Clothing,  &c.,  are  to  be  sent  in 
every  year  not  later  than  the  first  week  in  June. 

III. — That  any  Member  wishing  to  retire  from  the  Society 
should  notify  the  same  before  the  beginning  of  the 
year,  and  enclose  1/-  as  retiring  fee. 

On  application,  a  list  will  be  sent  of  things  most  wanted, 
although  nearly  any  kind  of  underclothing  is  acceptable. 

Nightdresses  and  Vests  are  always  most  acceptable. 

Those  willing  to  join  are  requested  to  send  their  names 
and  addresses,  with  their  yearly  subscriptions  (6d.  or  2/6  as 
the  case  may  be)  to  the  Matron,  Miss  IT  D.  Beattie, 
S.  Monica’s  Home  Hospital,  16  Brondesbury  Park,  N.W.6. 

Each  Member  is  requested  to  try  and  get  others  to  join, 
and  all  are  invited  to  come  and  see  the  Hospital,  which  is 
situated  in  Brondesbury  Park,  about  three  minutes’  walk  from 
Brondesbury  Park  Station  on  the  L.M.  &  S.  Railway,  and 
ten  minutes’  from  Kilburn-Brondesbury  Station  on  the 
Metropolitan  Railway,  via  Baker  Street.
